There was a costly [rear-end collisions 


on the St. Louis branch of the Wabasa 
at the Wood street crossing of the road 
last evening soon after 7 o'clock, and it 
appears that the management will have 
difficulty in fixing the blame. It doss 
not appear that any crew or man should 
be laid of! or lose his job. The wnole 
trouble was caused by the forward train 
failing to hold together because nf a de- 
fective car link jjor some other cause. 
The local freight was in advance and 
the fourth section of train 92 was fol 
lowing. 
Passing Oakland ParK the 


local freight broke in two, and a dozen 
cars with the caboose stopped and grad- 
ually rolled backward until they reached 
a point just a little below the Wood 
street crossing. 


A small boy stood in his back yard 


close to the track when he saw a man 
jump out of the caboose and huiry down 
the track with a red lantern which he 
kept swinging over his head, "I saw it 
all," said the boy. "I could hear a train 
coming over the bridge. It was coming 
fast. I tdought something was wiong 
or that train wouldn't be standing there. 
In a little bit the other train came up 
and there was a big crash, and I waa 
awfully scared. I first jumped up and 
down and ran into the house to tell the 
folks. 1 saw two men jump off the en- 
g;ne. The people who weie in the ca- 
bjCHO got out" 


That waa the story. The collision 


tore up things in a way that meant a 
blockade of the track and hard work for 
tha tram and wreck ciews. 
^ half 


dozen cais were completely wrecked, 
and the caboose, with the ends and sides 
splintered, was lifted high up in the air 
to came down at right angles on top of a 
box car, one end of the caboose resting 
on the slight enbankment. 


The colliding engine. No. 27, with 


Wetz and Buchard as engineer and fire- 
man, was pretty badly damaged, but 
only the forward wheels got off tho mile. 
The smoke stack was torn off. 
The 


engine was righted after considerable 
hard work, and the wreck train came 
out and cleared the track. It waa after 
11 o'clock b efore the passenger trains, 
held at Boody, could pull into Decatur. 


The cars that weie wrecked contained 


flour, apples, household goods, whisky, 
books and toys. 
Some people in the 


neighborhood made 
a rush for tho 


wreckage helping 
themselves to the 


flour and other stuff until Wabash men 
with lanterns came along and stopped 
the appropriation of the property. 
One 


old colored lady said: "Toll you, honey 
this is a good chance for us poor folks to 
get some flour if it is all scattered oxer 
the ground. Wabash people don't want 
it, a nd we can get it foi taking it off.' 
Quite a lot of the ftour had been removed 
in sacks. While the colored woman was 
talking and befoie she had a chance to 
ca»ry otf tho floui she had scooped up 
and put into a bag, Wabash men came 
along and prevented further appropria 
tion of the goods. It ncai ly broke the 
old mammy's heart to lose the flour, bat 
she had to obey orders. 


Men and small boys gathered apples in 


their hats and stood at the edge of th.e 
bonfires to have a feast. 
One man was 


using the light of the fire peering over 
tho pages of a big bible, lie said it was 
the second one he had found in the 
wreck. Anotherman was telling a friend 
where there was a barrel of whisky in 
the ditch. There was a leak, he said, 
and he had fillled a bottle from the drip. 


Tho train crew jhad placed an empty 


apple barrel on the engine to serve as a 
temporary smoke stack. It answered 
tho purpose all well enough until an 
extra puff was given, when the barrel 
was blown high into the air to alight 
near a crowd of men and boys ou the 
bank. Tho incident caused some alarm 
and no little amusement. Somebody 
thought the boiler had exploded. No- 
body hurt. 


A few years ago a head-end collision 


occurred near this same place. Engine 
27 was in that wreck and had to be sent 
to tho shops for repairs.

tion for t!u: relief of the treasury, 
i'lie reason appears to be that Mr. 
ilevc'.aiu! declines in advance to ap- 
prove any bill increasing duties in 
iine of the protective tariff principle, 
which is the only remedy the repub- 
licans propose. Xhey will not con- 
sider favorably any of Mr. Cleveland's 
suggestions for financial reform, pre- 
ferring U> withhold general legisla- 
tion on the subject until the repub- 
licans como into power in all branches 
of the government. 


Until such conditions are done away 


with no legislate relief can be ex- 
pecled unless a new republican presi- 
dent is seated in 1S97. 
and immediately 


calls an extra session of congress,. If 
President Cleveland and congress can- 
not ygree, it is highly improbable that 
he will cull congress together next 
summer in extraordinary session, no 
matter how serious the treasury situ- 
ation may become, for to do so would 
be a mere waste of time. 
C !Nor is it, likely that the situation 
will be changed when the present con- 
gress reassembles in December of next 
year. The congress elected next year 
uill not meet in its regular order un- 
til December, ]h!)7.

Cleveland's successor in calling con- 
gress together in special session as 
soon as he is inaugurated. It is sus- 
pected in certain quarters that this is 
the point the republicans are leading 
up to, confidently expecting that the 
new president will be a republican, 
and that both houses of congress will 
be of the same political complexion.

KEPHART'S LECTURE. 


Interesting Address on "Foot- 


Prints in Human History" at 


the U. B. Church. 


The distinguished Bishop E. B. Kep- 


lart, D. D., of the United Brethren 
church, whose home is in Baltimore, 
Maryland, gave his great lecture on 
'Foot prints in Human History," last 
night at the Centenary U. B. church, in 
tho presence of a large and appreciative 
audience. 


In the outset Bishop Kopbart held 


that it is not necessary to go to tue east 
to find ancient foot-prints in history, but 
in this country there must have been an 
early civilization which compared with 
and corresponded to the civilizations of 
the east.

that remain to us are the mounds. 
These mounds bear many evidences ol 
having been constructed with decided 
mathematical skill and accuracy.

Who did their 
miuing we know not, but they wore men 
of science, because they could temper 
copper which cannot be done to-day 
The old copper blade, wherever found 
will cut the highest tempered steel. In 
Peru wo have buildings and roads ol 
some ancient builders that are marvel 
ous.

KEPHART'S LECTURE. 


Interesting Address on "Foot- 


Frmtsin Human History" at 


tne U. B. Church. 


Tbe distinguished Bishop E. B. Kep- 


hart, D. D., of the United Brethren 
church, whose home is in Baltimore, 
Maryland, gave his great lecture on 
•Foot-prints in Human History," laet 
night at the Centenary U. B. church, in 
tho preset ce of a large and appreciative 
audience. 


In the outset Bishop Kephart held 


that it is not necessary to go to tue east 
to find ancient foot-prints in history, but 
in this country there must have been an 
early civilization" which compared with 
and corresponded to the civilizations of 
the east.

away, 
most 
cf 
its 
relics 


that remain to us are the mounds. 
These mounds bear many evidences oi 
having been constructed with decided 
mathematical skill and accuracy. The 
copper mines of Lake Superior ehow 
that more copper was taken from them 
before 1600 than we have taken from 
them since that time. Who did their 
mining we know not, but they were men 
of science, because they could temper 
copper which cannot be done to-day 
The old copper blade, wherever found 
will cut the highest tempered steel. In 
Peru wo have buildings and roads ol 
some ancient builders that are marvel 
ous. 


The art of embalming the dead was 


anciently practiced by the Peruvians 
with a9 much skill as was done by the 
Egyptians. Peru has her catacombs ol 
mummies to-day as well as Egypt.

LOSDON, Dec. 6.—The correspondent

On the Great Lakes—We Were Over- 


reached, as Usual, by British Di- 


plomacy, and Should Hasten to 


Set the Treaty Aside. 


DETROIT, Mich., Dee. 6—Admiral 


George E. Belknap lias written a let- 
ter to Richard P. Joy, of this, city, com- 
mending1 an article written by the 
Jatter and published in the Marine Re- 
view, of Cleveland, advocating the ab- 
rogation of the treaty with Great Brit- 
ain prohibiting the building of war- 
ships on the great lakes. Mr. Belknap 
says in part; 


"If the bhip builders at ports on the 


great lakes cannot be allowed to com- 
pete with ship builders in other parts 
of orar country in the building of ves- 
sels for our navy by reason of the 
treaty with Great Britain, it is high 
time that such treaty were amended 
bo that onrshin building1 plants where- 
ever located may have an equal chance 
in the matter of government work. 


"Independently of what Canada may 


be doing in the constructioa of steam 
vessels for her lake marine readily 
convertible into effective gunboats, 
Ureat Britain relies upon the avail- 
ability of the W«lland canal for the 
ready assembling of her gunboats and 
smaller cruisers in the great lakes in the 
event of war with the United States. 


"With a fixed and digested policy, 


indomitable push and sleepless fore- 
sight, ever looking towards future con- 
tingencies and the expansion of the 
empire, British statesmen, when they 
do not play the part ot a bully after 
tlie methods of Lord Palmerstou, mask 
their designs under the cover of a vel- 
vet-handed diplomacy as seductive as 
it is dangerous. Too often, in truth, 
it lulls other posvers, and especially 
the too-trustful United States, into a 
blind and sometimes fatal sense of 
security. The siren song of Britannia 
is continually sounded in our ears in 
notes exalting the ties of kindred 
blood and tongue, but svhen we look 
about us and note the fact that three- 
quarters of 
our diplomatic conten- 


tions of any moment are svith Great 
Britain and her superloyal colony, the 
Dominion of Canada, sve may 
well 


look askance at their piofessions of 
fair dealing and sincerity. * * * 


"Insatiate Britain, indeed, never re- 


laxes her vigilence in any direction 
and whenever she detects a crack ol 
opportunity in any quarter, she in- 
serts on the instant a wedge of claim 
and demand and at the propitious 
moment for herself drives it home 
with dogged purpose and resistless 
blosvs,

time, in fact, every mail from Alaska

The organization of the senate and 


house of representatives will attract 
universal attention. Every two years, 
according to constitutional provision, 
the terms of all the reprcsentativ es ex- 
pire, and the terms of all newly elected 
members begin. 
The constitution, 


however, provides that only one-third 
of the senators shall be elected every 
two years. 
Therefore, although the 


terms of 356 representatives expired on 
the 4th day of March, and the terms 
of 350 new representatives began the

In organising the house of repre- 


sentatives the first business is the elec- 
tion of officers, consisting of fhe speak- 
er the clerk, scrgeaiit-at-arms, door 
keeper and postmaster. 
Although 


there will be no contest o\er the 
speakcrbhip, a lively cam ass is going 
on by the aspirants ior the other oflices 
Ux-CongresBinan Hendeison, of Illi- 
nois and McDowell are after the posi 
tion' of clerk of the house. That office 
pays $5,000 per annum; and it js a place 
empower beea*e the clerk makes t ho 
appointments of numerous assistants.

The doorkeeper is usually an ex-con- 


gressman; and that rule will probably 
be followed in the selection of a man 
for that office. When the people of con- 
gressional d,str,cts make changes m 
Vheir national represcnlation. the fel- 
lows who get left usually seek places 
m Washington, because they are accus- 
tomed to living in this beautiful city, 
and because they do not like to remain 
at their old homes after suilering de- 
feat. There is a bond of sympathy ex- 
isting between statesmen and they 
usually gne some good othce to the 
best fellows who get left in the political 
shuffle and scuffle for position and 


1>0The position of doorkeeper is a good 
one, and there is considerable patron- 
age connected with the office. 
The 


doorkeeper appoints a score of assist- 
ant doorkeepers. He also has^fchar/e 
of the folding-room, where many men 
are employ ed folding public documents 
to send to'the constituents of congres.- 


t-iona! Record may ft* sent through the 
mails, at government expense, and 
thousands of people receive copies of a 
speech which they supposft'ijwlr con- 
gressman delivered In WartHnfftou; 
when, as a matter of fact, their eon- 
p-cssman never made a speech at all. 
When you receive such speeches, you 
may ask your congressman whether he 
really made a speech, or whether he 
hud "leave to print." 


Of course only the obscure congress- 


men resort to this trick; but there are 
many obscure men in congress. The 
real leaders never ask "leave to print." 
They speak, and are heard with great • 
respect by their colleagues. 
i 


But to return to the organization. 


After the speaker and other officers are I 
elected the house transacts business 
under general 
parliamentary law. 


Within a few days the speaker appoints 
a committee on rules. Very soon there- 
after the committee on rules report a 
set of rules ior the guidance of the 
house, and when the rules are adopted 
all debate and procedure must be in ac- 
cordance with those rnles. 


The next thing is for the speaker to 


appoint the committee of the house. 
This is an arduous and difficult task, 
and the speaker usually takes three 
weeks to complete it. Then, and not 
until then, is the house completely or- 
ganized and ready for the transaction 
of public business in an orderly man- 
ner.The oiganization of the senate is an 
entirely different matter. The vice 
j resident is the permanent presiding 
olfieer ol the seriate, and is elected by 
the people every four years. Adlai E. 
Stevenson, of Illinois, is now lice pres- 
dent and presides over the si-nnto with 
discretion and decorum. 


The rules of the senate are seldom 


(•"lanfjcd. The senators are men ot dis- 
tinction, and great courtesy prevails in 
that bodj. The hurly-burl;., noisy 
and

The rules of the senate permit 


unlimited debate. A senator may talk 
every day, and as long as he pleases, 
upon any subject. Senator Blair, of 
New Hampshire, talked for ten days on 
the Blair educational bill. Senator Al- 
len, of iNebrnska, talked 15 hours con- 
tinuously on the silver purchase jepeal 
bill. In the house of representatives 
the rules limit debate, aiu "o man is 
permitted to talk more thai, ine hour 
without unanimous consent, a thing 
which rarely occurs. 


The speaker appoints the committees 


lor the house; but the senators them- 
selves, in caucus,appoint then owneom- 
uiittees. Every tvvoyears.whenchanges 
occur 111 the senate, the committees are 
revised and places made for new Ij-ad- 
mitted senators. Great interest at- 
taches to the reorganization of the sen- 
ate because the two leading political 
parties are so evenly divided, and they
